PICK  OF  THE  YEARLING 
BASKET 

by  Cliff  Graves 

Studmasters  of  the  distant  past 
amassed  huge  sums  as  winning 
owners.  Sir  Geo.  Clifford  racing  in 
New  Zealand  accumulated  a  total 
of  $362,516,  making  him  the  big¬ 
gest  winner  owner  in  Australia’s 
history  of  the  Turf. 

A  Victorian  owner-breeder,  E.  E.  D. 
Clarke,  cleared  $301,072. 

A  critic  of  these  colossal  figures, 
who  dates  back  a  long  way  in  his 
knowledge  of  breeding  thoroughbreds 
for  sale,  said  such  triumphs  could  be 
achieved  only  by  stud  masters  who  had 
first  choice  of  their  youngsters  to  keep 
for  their  own  racing  purposes.  After 
they  had  culled  the  best  the  others 
went  into  the  sale-ring  for  auction. 

He  said  those  old-time  breeders  had 
a  forehand  knowledge  of  their  young¬ 
sters’  speed  in  the  breeding  paddocks 
and  invariably  the  horses  they  chose 
were  ready-made  gallopers  bursting  to 
become  champions. 

Thus  Sir  Geo.  Clifford  won  hun¬ 
dreds  of  races  and  most  of  the  classics, 
including  eight  Derbies!  Any  average 
age  modern  breeder  or  owner  con¬ 
siders  himself  lucky  with  one. 

Mr.  E.  E.  D.  Clarke  owned  Melton 
Stud  20  miles  from  Melbourne,  easily 
the  most  prolific  establishment  in  Vic¬ 
toria's  history  where  stock  by  the  Eng¬ 
lish  importation,  The  Welkin,  could  all 
gallop  like  the  wind. 

Famous  trainer  Jim  Scobie  selected 
five  or  six  yearlings  each  season  to 
carry  Mr.  Clarke's  colours. 

The  result  —  a  sum  of  $301,072  in 
stake  money  earned  for  Mr.  Clarke,  in¬ 
cluding  a  Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Tri¬ 
valve.  He  was  bred  at  Melton  but  was 
not  by  The  Welkin  who  sired  almost 
only  sprinters. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Australian 
turf  has  been  favoured  with  owners 
who  bred  solely  for  their  own  racing, 
never  sold  a  yearling,  and  sometimes 
even  bought  other  youngsters  from 
other  studs  at  public  auction  to  sup¬ 
plement  their  racing  string. 

Such  a  one  is  current  chairman  of 
the  Australian  Jockey  Club,  Sir  Brian 
Crowley,  and  his  total  stake-earnings, 
$261,482,  gives  him  a  status  as  one  of 
the  foremost  authorities  the  Australian 
turf  has  known  on  thoroughbreds,  and 
their  potential. 

Sir  Brian  Crowley  runs  a  good  sec¬ 
ond  in  the  list  of  Australian  winning 
owners. 

He  bought  Flight  for  only  160  gns. 
as  a  yearling  and  she  won  him  24  races, 
and  $61,254  in  prize-money. 
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But  his  other  big  turf  winners  Sky¬ 
line  and  Sky  High  were  his  own  breed¬ 
ing.  Both  won  Derbies,  and  Sky  High, 
probably  the  best  horse  of  his  time, 
turned  out  a  wonderful  speedster,  and 
won  29  races  and  $151,110. 

These  included  the  Epsom  with  9.2, 
a  Futurity,  and  a  Golden  Slipper  over 
distances  from  five  furlongs  to  li 
miles. 

It  was  in  fact  a  breeding  accomplish¬ 
ment  for  Sir  Brian  of  which  he  could 
well  be  proud. 

Coal  baron,  John  Brown,  early  in  the 
century  set  up  a  stud  to  breed  his  own 
winners.  He  imported  a  horse  named  Sir 
Foote  from  England,  and  won  the  Futur¬ 
ity  with  him.  He  was  the  first  season 
sire  of  John  Brown’s  1909  Derby  and 
Melbourne  Cup  winner  Prince  Foote. 
Provided  with  mares  of  the  richest 
blood  that  money  could  buy,  Prince 
Foote  established  a  stud  of  the  high¬ 
est  standing,  which  made  John  Brown 
cock  of  the  walk  in  turf  matters  for  two 
generations. 

The  Hon.  James  White,  a  NSW  Legis¬ 
lative  Councillor,  in  a  whirlwind  period 
of  eight  years  dominated  the  Austra¬ 
lian  turf  last  century.  He  won  seven 
Derbies,  nine  St.  Legers,  two  Metro¬ 
politans,  and  two  Melbourne  Cups  plus 
a  total  of  $244,590  when  prize-money 
was  about  a  tenth  of  its  current  worth. 

He  bred  most  of  his  own  winners  and 
never  sold  a  yearling. 

Statistics  revealing  Mr.  E.  J.  Watt  as 
Australia’s  most  affluent  winner  of 
prize-money  surprised  many  contem¬ 
porary  racegoers.  He  was  a  very  quiet 
man,  almost  shy,  and  never  boasted 
about  his  turf  successes.  But  from 
1909  until  his  death  in  1938  he  never 
missed  a  season  in  which  his  horses 
did  not  earn  from  $6000  to  as  much  as 
$24,000. 

Mr.  Watt  was  a  breeder  who  sold  his 
stock,  but  frequently  kept  one  or  two  for 
himself  from  his  stud  to  carry  his  own 
colours. 

He  was  also  a  yearling  buyer  in  the 
public  market  in  New  Zealand,  Victoria 
and  New  South  Wales,  and  a  number  of 
these  purchases  had  outstanding  suc¬ 
cess  on  the  turf,  notably  Mildura,  who 
won  a  Newmarket  and  two  Doncasters. 

A  small-time  breeder  of  35  years  ago, 
Len  Haley  used  to  sell  his  yearlings 
around  the  200  gns.  mark.  He  hand- 
picked  only  one  of  his  breed,  a  colt  by 
an  imported  stallion  called  Bullhead. 
Named  King’s  Head  he  won  the  1938 
Epsom. 

Later  he  decided  to  breed  for  only  his 
own  racing  purposes  and  14  years  ago 
a  Randwick  trainer,  T.  J.  Smith,  offered 
him  a  yearling  he  had  purchased  in  New 


Zealand,  and  which  nobody  seemed  to 
want.  The  price,  750  gns.,  suited  Len. 

The  youngster  he  bought  was  Tulloch, 
36  times  a  winner,  who  cleaned  up 
$220,247  in  stakes! 

Manipulation  of  breeding  markets  de¬ 
parted  long  ago  and  no  evidence  of  an 
owner-breeder  for  the  public  market 
keeping  champions  for  himself  has  re¬ 
cently  been  apparent. 

An  interesting  point  on  this  subject 
is  that  we  have  had  two  millionaire 
buyers  in  recent  years  who  have  laid  out 
more  than  $100,000  each  in  a  single 
season,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stan  Fox,  and  the 
Foyster  family  of  father  and  sons.  They 
have  had  the  complete  freedom  of  the 
markets  in  New  Zealand  and  two  Com¬ 
monwealth  States,  but  they  have  come 
up  with  no  champions  to  date.  It  is 
hoped  they  will  do  so  as  a  reward  for 
such  enterprise  in  the  big  industry  rep¬ 
resented  by  the  sport  of  kings. 

Mr.  L.  Foyster  has  had  a  taste  of  big 
success.  He  gave  trainer  Tom  Smith,  a 
long-time  member  of  Tattersall’s  Club, 
a  commission  to  buy  an  English  horse. 
Tom  brought  home  Speed  of  Sound,  and 
in  their  partnership  he  won  the  $40,000 
Epsom  last  October. 

An  interesting  evolution  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Foyster  horses  is  the  take-over 
by  Mr.  T.  J.  Smith.  He  will  handle  20  of 
the  current  team,  but  the  development 
comes  when  he  personally  commences 
to  choose  yearlings  for  the  family. 

In  the  past  10  years  he  has  selected 
horses  which  each  season  won  $200,000 
or  more  for  stable  clients. 

Will  this  magic  choice  put  the  Foysters 
among  the  important  winners  of  the 
future?
